The money value of daily sales reported was 4:4 
per cent. higher than in February 1937. Six of the 
seven districts recorded increases. Sales of food 
and perishables rose by 8:1 per cent., but those of 
other merchandise showed a fractional decline of 
0-4 per cent. The index number for February, in 
which month sales are usually at a low level, was 
12 points below that for January. Stocks at the end 
of February were valued at 3:4 per cent. more than 
a year earlier.

RETAIL TRADE IN FEBRUARY 


COMPARISON OF 1938 WITH 1937 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
‘on page 446 a table showing the relation of sales in 
February 1938 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1937. Index numberst+ showing the relation of certain 
sales in February 1988 to average daily sales in 1933 
are given in a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of February 1988 with those of the same date 
in 1937. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information ; the collaborating co-operative societies in 
particular do not report stocks at. present, nor do they 
all report employment. 





* The figures are compiled from schedules issued by the 
Retail Distributors’ Association, the Co-operative Union, the 
Drapers’ Chamber of Trade of Great Britain and Ireland, the 
British Furniture Trades Joint Committee and the Shoe Distri- 
butors’ Association to their members, and to other traders who 
have agreed to collaborate, among whom members of the 
Federated Multiple Shop Proprietors are represented ; they re- 
late to the trade of a number of department stores, concerns 
operating multiple retail shops, independent retailers and a repre- 
sentative section of the retail co-operative societies.

A fact which should always be borne in mind in 
considering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty 
of securing adequate representation of the smaller 
individual retailer. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 


Metuop or Apsustinc Non-CoMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a varietyt of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month may vary from year to year. Returns have, 
therefore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to 
render the sales for 1937 and 1938 comparable when 
combined into district or other totals. Almost all con- 
tributors now report regularly the number of days on 
which selling took place in their shops during the period 
to which their figures relate. On each return, there- 
fore, the 1937 sales are corrected, where necessary, by 
the appropriate amount to make them comparable with

1938, so far as length of period is concerned. Correc- 

tis for differences in length of period in the two 

months under review were few as the calendar month 

contained the same number of selling days in both 


years. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
a3 far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year at 
jeast and which were, therefore, actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 
a general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can report its own sales not 
only for the month in the current year but also for the 
same month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparisons will be with a period of expanding 
sales the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. 


SALES 


COMPARISON WITH 12 Monrus EARLIER 


The money value of daily sales in February 1938 was 
44 per cent. above that for February 1937, compared 
with 6°2 per cent. for January and 8:3 per cent. for 
December. Increases of from 4°6 to 6:0 per cent. were 
recorded in six of the seven districts, but in Central 
and West End London, where the figures have com- 


pared unfavourably with those in other districts in 


every month since last June, sales were 6°6 per cent. 
less than a year earlier. 


Sales of food and perishables, accounting for approxi- 
mately 59 per cent. of the total value reported, were 
higher by 8:1 per cent. The increase in this section 
was largest (10°5 per cent.) in Suburban London and 
exceeded 6% per cent. in all districts except Central 
and West End London, where a fall of 1:6 per cent. 
was recorded. The sample in the last-mentioned area 
differs in some respects from those available for other 
parts of the country. 


Sales of other merchandise showed a fractional 
decline (0°4 per cent.) from the level of February 1937. 
With the exception of October 1937 and of certain 
periods affected by the varying dates of the Easter and 
Whitsuntide holidays, February is the first month 
since September 1933 in which sales in this division 
have been below those of a year before. It was only 
for the two London districts, however, that decreases 
were recorded. Sales in Central and West End 
London dropped by 7:3 per cent., while the Suburban 
figure was lower by 2:2 per cent. Among the five pro- 
Vincial areas the increases ranged from 0°6 per cent. 
in the South of England to 4°8 per cent. in the North- 
East. Only three of the main categories of merchan- 
diso improved in Great Britain as a whole, sales being 
higher by 4-0 per cent. in women’s wear, by 3°6 per 
cent. in miscellaneous and unallocated goods and by 
02 per cent. in fancy departments. The advance in 
the first of these three categories, which is one of

the largest in the sample, was well marked in all 
districts except in Central and West End London 
where there was a fall amounting to 6:4 per cent. 
Sales of piece-goods and also of men’s and boys’ wear 
were smaller in every area except in the North-East, 
while those of hardware contracted in all seven areas. 


INDEX NUMBERS 


AVERAGE Daity SAEs 1n 1933 = 100 


Sales are usually at a low level in February, and 
total sales, which fell by 10, 14 and 9 points between 
January and February in 1935, 1936 and 1987, respec- 
tively, dropped by 12 points in the same period of 
1938. As in each of the seven years to which these 
index numbers refer, the February level was lowest in 
Central and West End London. It was highest, as in 
each year from 1935 onwards, in the Suburban area. 


There was a rise of 4 points in the index for food 
and perishables, the corresponding rise in 1937 being 
also 4 points. 


The index for other merchandise showed the marked 
seasonal decline which is normal, and which, reinforced 
by the small contraction from February 1937, brought 
the February 1938 index to 95, or 30 points lower than 
the January figure. The decline amounted to as much 
as 49 points in Central and West End London, the 
district most sensitive to seasonal and also to other 
influences. 


STOCKS 


The value of total stocks at the end of February 
was 3:4 per cent. higher than at the corresponding date 
in 1937, which is about the same increase as that 
recorded for December and January. All districts 
showed advances, which varied from 1:3 per cent. in 
the North-East to 4°5 per cent. in Scotland. The per- 
centage rise in food and perishables amounted to 1°5 
per cent., while stocks of other merchandise were 
higher by 3:5 per cent., the rise being general to all 
the main categories except miscellaneous and unallo- 
cated goods, a section the movements of which vary 
somewhat erratically owing to its heterogeneous 


character. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The information available concerning the total 
number of employees in retail establishments has now 
been strengthened by the inclusion of statistics from 
certain co-operative societies. It is hoped that in time 
the majority of these societies furnishing particulars 
of sales will be able to report the corresponding data 
regarding total employment, though the difficulties of 
distinguishing selling staffs may prove too great for 
that total to be subdivided. 


At the end of February 1938 the total number of 
persons reported as employed by the retailers who 
supply these statistics exceeded the corresponding 
figure for February 1937 by 3:0 per cent. The rise in 
selling staffs was somewhat smaller, 25 per cent. The 
number of juveniles again expanded in all seven areas, 
the increase for the country as a whole amounting to 
5-5 per cent. No decrease was recorded in either the 
total or the sub-divisions in any area.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
DECEMBER 1937 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of Decembey 
and the four weeks ended 25 December 1937, issued by the 
Ministry of Transport, show that the total number of pas 
senger journeys (excluding season-ticket holders) taken op 
all standard-gauge railways in Great Britain in the month 
of December was 108,638,891, a decrease compared with 
December 1936 of 364,543, or 0:3 per cent. The journeys 
taken by passengers at reduced fares decreased by 1,627,915 
but those at standard or ordinary fares increased by 
1,263,372. The receipts from passengers (excluding season. 
ticket holders) showed an increase of £250,691, or 56 per 
cent. If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted the figures show a decrease in 
journeys of 1,668,603, or 2-3 per cent., and an increase jn 
receipts of £233,245, or 5-9 per cent. For all companies the 
receipts from passenger train traffic (including season-tickets 
and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails 
and parcel post), were £278,531 more than in December 1936, 
For the four weeks ended 25 December 1937 the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 724,100, as compared with 
the four weeks ended 26 December 1936. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free. 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 25 December last was 
24,415,123, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1936 of 1,335,610 tons, or 5-8 per cent. Freight 
train receipts amounted to £7,607,956, an increase of 
£509,347, or 7-2 per cent. Freight train miles run were 
368,416 more than in the corresponding period of 1936, an 
increase of 3-5 per cent. The average train load increased 
from 133} to 134 tons and the net ton miles per engine hour 
from 434} to 4364.

CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT 


The weather was abnormally cold and there were short 
periods of frost on the plains at the beginning and towards 
the end of February. Rains were fairly heavy all over the 
Island and cold winds were common. On the whole, however, 
the weather was not unfavourable from an agricultural 
standpoint, although the cold retarded the growth of cereals 
and the flowering of trees. Rivers were well supplied with 
water and large areas could be flooded. Many citrus and 
carob trees, ete., were planted. 


Sufficient rains fell to keep the wheat crop in good condi- 
tion, but the cold weather caused growth to be slow. Barley 
and oats are also doing well; about the same areas as last 
year have been sown. Potato planting continued where pos- 
sible and was almost completed by the end of the month; 
an area above average is expected. The area planted to 
onions is much the same as last year. 


Preparatory cultivations of cotton are being made. The 
fax crop is doing well, and the native type is in flower. 
Cumin shows good progress ; large stocks on hand are selling 
‘lowly. Olive cultivation and pruning of the trees con- 
tinued. Tobacco seedlings are in good conditoino and fields 
are being prepared for planting. Rain and cold hindered 
the seasonal cultivation of vines, but pruning and ploughing 
Were carried out where possible.—Government of Cyprus 
Information Office in London.

BRAZIL 
DISTRIBUTION OF EXCHANGE COVER 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has forwarded the following translation of a Circu- 
lar issued by the Bank of Brazil on 26 February, regarding 
the distribution of exchange cover to banks in respect of 
bills for collection and to companies transacting ‘‘ open 
account ’’ business :— 

1. Exchange cover for bills for imported goods may only be 
acquired at the place of the headquarters of the firm owing for 
such goods, although the merchandise may have passed through 
the Customs houses of the other States. 

2. The exchange cover will be supplied, as hitherto, for bills 
held for collection by banks or for remittances petitioned 
directly from the Bank of Brazil in the case of imports in current 
account. 

The distribution of this cover will be made in such manner as 
not to benefit the same debtor who has attempted to acquire 
it, simultaneously, in the two different ways mentioned above. 
To this end the bank fiscalisation department will suspend, 
temporarily, the daily quotas furnished to yr ag operating 
in current account for the period in which these quotas are 
equivalent to the value of the cover which may have been distri- 
buted in respect of bills held for collection. 


3. In the case of bills for collection, the only amounts which 
may be deducted from the cover are bank expenses—bank com- 
mission, stamps, telegrams and rebates resulting from differences 
in price of the goods. Other expenses, such as agency commis- 
sions, etc., may never be deducted, since such reductions would 
prejudice the collection of the 3 per cent. for the national 
treasury. 


4. Prior instructions which are contrary to the above are 
revoked.

PANAMA 
GENERAL SITUATION IN THE REPUBLIC 


As will be seen from figures given below, Panama’s com- 
mercial prosperity continued to increase during 1937. Solid 
investments have been made in the way of real estate and 
civic improvements, and the Fourth Central American and 
Caribbean Olympic Games, held recently in Panama City, 
have focused the attention of neighbouring countries on the 
Republic. The tourist trade, however, has not come up to 
expectations this season, and some of the local merchants 
are overstocked. 


ImMPporTS AND Exports 


Preliminary figures show that the value of foreign mer- 
chandise imported into the Republic during 1937 was sub- 
stantially greater than in the preceding year and that 
exports were well maintained. 

Imports amounted to 21,896,000 dollars, as compared with 
18,989,000 dols., and exports to 4,055,000 dols., as against 
4,158,000 dols. 

It is presumed that the balance of payments was 
equalised, as usual, by so-called ‘‘ invisible exports ’’ in the 
form of sales to tourists and services to shipping. The 
United States supplies more than half of Panama’s imports 
and takes the bulk of her exports. 


CURRENCY AND FINANCE 


The unit of currency is the United States dollar (known 
locally as the ‘‘ balboa’’). There are no exchange restric- 
tions. Collections have been rather slow lately, and mer- 
chants have shown a tendency to ask for extensions. Despite 
increased expenditure, the national finances are believed to 
be in a liquid condition. 


AGRICULTURE 


The value of banana exports during 1937 was 2,578,000 
dols., as compared with 2,536,720 dols. in 1936, and of cocoa- 
beans 759,000 dols., as against 617,651 dols. There is a 
scarcity of beef cattle in the Republic, and the Sociedad 
Ganadera Nacional has recently had to import cattle from 
Colombia to fulfil its contract with the Panama Canal.

The number of transits by British vessels during 1937 was 
1,304, as compared with 1,803 by vessels of United States 
registry. 

The new tolls system, designed to remove the incon- 
sistencies of the previous one, came into operation on 
1 March, and will result in an increase of tolls on vessels 
with a large “‘ shelter-deck ’’ capacity. It is not expected 
to affect British shipping to any great extent. 


SALVADOR

figures which show that in the year under review imports 
(excluding postal parcels) were valued at 24,954,000 colons, 
as compared with 20,122,000 colons in 1936, while exports 
totalled 38,786,000 colons and 25,244,000 colons, respectively.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


According to statistics recently issued by the Division 
of Foreign Trade Statistics, Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Washington, United States exports 
and imports of merchandise both declined in January. The 
decline in imports was greater, however, than the decline 
in exports, with the result that the gap between the two, 
which has grown large in recent months, was further 
widened. In January 1938 merchandise exports were 69 per 
cent. greater in value than merchandise imports, a con- 
siderable shift from January 1937, when merchandise exports 
were 7 per cent. smaller in value than merchandise imports. 


MERCHANDISE Export TRADE 


United States export trade declined in January partly as 
a result of seasonal influences. The value of exports, in- 
cluding re-exports of foreign merchandise, was 9 per cent. 
smaller than in December 1937 but 30 per cent. greater than 
in January 1937. Exports, including re-exports, amounted in 
value to 289,437,000 dollars, compared with 319,253,000 
dols. in December 1937 and with 222,665,000 dols. in Janu- 
ary 1937. 

A few products, notably corn and wheat, were exported in 
substantially larger quantities in January than in Decem- 
ber. Exports of a number of other commodities, particularly 
apples, canned fruit, fur skins and petroleum and its pro- 
ducts, were also larger in value than in December. How- 
ever, exports of the majority of the leading commodities in 
the trade were smaller in value in January than in Decem- 
ber 1937. These included leaf tobacco and raw cotton and 
such other leading items as wood pulp, lumber, iron and steel

products, copper, electrical apparatus, metal-working 
machinery, motor trucks, passenger automobiles and air- 
craft. ‘ 

As compared with January 1937, exports of practically all 
principal commodities were larger in value in January 
1938. The total of agricultural exports increased from 
61,441,000 dols. in January 1937 to 91,946,000 dols., with two- 
thirds of the increase resulting from the recent expansion 
in shipments of grain. Exports of fruit, leaf tobacco, and 
of meat products were also larger in quantity and value in 
January than in January 1937, and cotton exports were 
larger in quantity. As a result of the lower price of cotton 
this vear the value of exports of cotton dropped below the 
value of cotton exports in January 1937. 

Exports of non-agricultural products amounted to 
157,623,000 dols. in January 1937 and 194,191,000 dols. in 
January 1938. Cotton cloth, petroleum and products, iron 
and steel-mill products, copper, industrial machinery, agri- 
cultural implements, automobiles including parts and acces- 
sories, and aircraft were the principal items exported in 
substantially larger value in January than a year ago. 


MeErcHANDISE Import TRADE 


General imports which have declined almost continuously 
in value since March 1937 contracted more in terms of 
dollars in January than in any month since November 1930. 
The value was 18 per cent. less than in December 1937 and 
29 per cent. less than in January 1937. The January value 
was smaller than in any month since November 1935. 

The value of general imports (goods entered for storage in 
bonded warehouses, plus goods which entered merchandise 
channels immediately upon arrival in the country) amounted 
to 170,763,000 dols. in January as compared with 208,863,000 
dols. in December 1937 and 240,452,000 dols. in January 
1937. 

Imports for consumption (goods which entered merchan- 
dising or consumption channels immediately upon arrival in 
the country, plus withdrawals from warehouse for consump- 
tion) amounted to 163,526,000 dols. in January compared 
with 203,700,000 dols. in December 1937 and 228,734,000 
dols. in January 1937. 

In the import trade as compared with that of December, 
there were declines that ranged from nearly 600,000 dols. 
to over 1,600,000 dols. in shipments of nuts, wines, wood 
pulp, burlaps, hides and skins and copper and from 
3,500,000 dols. to 10 million dols. in newsprint, alcoholic 
spirits, tin and rubber. Many other imports, while register- 
ing absolute decreases in value of less than 600,000 dols., 
showed large relative decreases in value. Sugar, the trade in 
which is regulated by quota, was the only major commodity 
imported in larger quantity in January than in December. 

In comparison with January 1937 imports of most com- 
modities were likewise much smaller in value in January 
1938. The very substantial decreases in imports of grains, 
feeds, cocoa, unmanufactured wool, raw silk, nickel and tin 
accounted for nearly three-fifths of the decrease in the value 
of total imports. These seven imports represented 15 per 
cent. of the total value of imports in January 1988 as com- 
pared with 29 per cent. in January 1937.

EXTENSION OF PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT

February 1938.

FRANCE—ARGENTINA 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an additional 
Protocol to the Franco-Argentine Convention of 19 August 
1892, which was signed in Paris on 18 February. With the 
exception of certain tariff concessions which are mentioned 
below, the Protocol enters into force provisionally as from 
the date of signature. It is to remain in force for two years 
from the date of ratification and may be extended there- 
after for periods of one year, subject to denunciation three 
months before the end of each year of application. It may, 
however, be denounced at one month’s notice if, in conse- 
quence of measures taken by one party or of a fundamental 
change in the situation, the other party considers that the 
provisions of the Protocol cannot be complied with. 


The Protocol provides, inter alia, for most-favoured- 
nation treatment as regards goods in transit and internal 
taxes on sales, transport and consumption. Each country 
agrees not to impede reciprocal trade with import, export 
or transit restrictions (with certain exceptions) and under- 
takes in the event of a quota system being introduced, to 
accord equitable and the most favourable treatment pos- 
sible, based on the imports from the other country during 
the three years preceding the imposition of the restrictions. 


Import quotas into France are guaranteed for Argentina 
in respect of maize, apples, pears, frozen beef and mutton, 
butter, bran and preserved meat. 


While a system of exchange control is maintained in 
Argentina, it is established that the exchange derived from 
Argentine exports to France, less a reasonable sum, will be 
applied to the following purposes, and at a rate no less 
favourable than that applied to any third country :— 

(a) Services of the public debt payable in France. 

(b) French merchandise imported into Argentina. 

(c) Financial services of financial undertakings estab- 
lished in Argentina, excluding amortisation. 


Certain modifications in the Argentine Customs duties on 
French cognacs are provided for in the Protocol. These 
concessions will not come into force until they have been 
approved by the Argentine Congress. Full details of the 
changes will be published in a later issue of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal.”’

They are to enjoy 
ntional and most-favoured-nation treatment as regards 
taxation; national treatment in regard to patents and 
iade-marks, etc., protection against unfair competition, 
protection for their persons and property, and freedom of 
cess to the Courts. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded in respect of 
mport and export duties and Customs formalities, and 
yational treatment in respect of internal duties on goods. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
in all that relates to navigation and the treatment of 
shipping, passengers and cargoes, with the exception of the 
wasting trade and national fisheries.

IRAN 
INHERITANCE TAX LAW 


H.M. Representative at Tehran has forwarded a transla- 
tion of an inheritance tax law which was approved by the 
Majlis on 16 November last. 

Article 11 of the Law provides that all persons having 
their legal domicile in Iran who receive an inheritance, 
whether the estate is situated inside or outside the country, 
and all persons who receive an inheritance from an estate 
situated in Iran, whether they reside in Iran or abroad, 
are liable to taxation under this law. 


ROUMANIA 
QUOTA SYSTEM: MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notices under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 29 July 1937 (page 169) 
and of 9 December (page 766), the Commercial Counsellor 
to H.M. Legation at Bucharest has forwarded a translation 
of a further Decree Law, No. 1118, dated 7 March, which 
provides that cotton yarns under Tariff Nos. 508-515 may be 
imported without an import permit by manufacturers, only 
on condition that the respective factory purchases from the 
Roumanian spinning mills an equal quantity to that which 
it is desired to import, this purchase having been effected 
before the import transaction. 

All import permits granted to merchants by the Foreign 
Trade Control Department for imports of cotton yarn, either 
direct or by compensation, carry the obligation to purchase 
an equal quantity of cotton yarn of Roumanian manufac- 
ture, before the import transaction is effected. 

Exemption from the obligation to purchase cotton yarn 
of Roumanian manufacture is granted only in the case of 
imports of peasant cotton yarns effected by the ‘‘ Centrale 
des Co-operatives de Consommation’ for the use of the 
peasant industries.

CUSTOMS PROCEDURE REGARDING SAMPLES 
OF MERCHANDISE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Bangkok 
Custom House Notice, No. 15/2480, dated 19 February, 
which draws the attention of importers to the following 
Customs requirements :— 


1. Samples of merchandise fit only to be used as such are 
exempt from duty under item 160 of the Customs Tariff Act 
B.E. 2478. A Free Entry must be passed for such goods. 


2. Samples of merchandise other than the above are legally 
liable to payment of duty on importation. 

Nevertheless such dutiable samples may be temporarily (i.e. 
for 6 months or such further period not exceeding an additional 
6 months specially allowed by the Director-General) admitted 
free of duty, subject to the amount of the import duties being 
deposited or a guarantee for such amount being presented, pro- 
vided they are :— 

(i) not prohibited goods ; 


) 
(ii) representative of a specified category of goods; 


(iii) capable of being duly identified on exportation ; 
(iv) 


iv) not of such quantity or value that, taken as a whole, 
they no longer constitute samples in the usual sense. 


3. Persons claiming temporary free admission of dutiable 
samples must :— 


(i) file a Free Entry for the samples with a declaration, to 
be written upon the Entry, as follows :— 

‘*T undertake to re-export the above articles within 
6 months from the date of importation "’ ; 


(ii) attach to the Entry a descriptive list certified by the 
Customs Authorities of the State from which the 
samples were exported. If such a list is not available, 
the importer must prepare a descriptive list and 
certify its accuracy ; 


(iii) pay the required deposit or sign the required guarantee ; 


(iv) on exportation, pass.an Export Entry certifying thereon 
‘‘T hereby certify that the goods enumerated above 
have not been used for purposes other than as samples 
of merchandise ’’ and bring the goods for official ex- 
amination at the port of shipment. In respect of 
samples exported from Bangkok by rail the goods and 
documents are to be produced at the Custom House, 
Bangkok, the packages wired and sealed, and again 
produced to the Customs Officer at the place of 
exportation. 


4. On exportation of dutiable samples being certified within 
the prescribed period (see par 2 above) the deposit will be re- 
turned or the guarantee cancelled.

British Standard Specification for Paper Insulated Cables for 
Use in Mines. (B.S.S, No. 760-1938.) 

A British Standard Specification has recently been issued 
for paper-insulated cables for use in mines, with a view to 
standardising the requirements of the industry, and also to 
comply with the Regulations of the Coal Mines Act regarding 
conductivity of metallic coverings, etc. The title of this 
Specification is ‘‘ Metal-Sheathed Paper INSULATED Plain 
Annealed Copper Conductors for Use in Mines, including 
Voltage Test (No. 760-1938).’’ The Mines Department, the 
Cable Makers’ Association, the Mining Association of Great 
sritain and the Association of Mining Electrica] Engineers 
are among the bodies who have co-operated in compiling this 
Specification. Paper-insulated cables only are dealt with, and 
the Specification generally follows the lines of B.S.S. No. 480, 
with the exception of thicknesses of insulation, which are of 
slightly more robust construction. The specification prescribes 
the dimensions and the voltage tests for cables rated at 650, 
3,000, 6,000 and 10,000 volts, and the dimensions for the 
armouring, serving and bedding are included. 

This Specification B.S.S. No. 760-1938 is of interest to all 
those who are responsible for the safety of electrical instal- 
lations in mines, whether as regards designs or maintenance.

British Standard Specification for Special Grade Wrought 


Iron. (B.S.S. No. 762-1938.) 


The preparation of British Standard Specifications for lift- 
ing chains and fittings introduced with it the question of the 
quality of material to be used. 

In the case of chains which are capable of being tested to 
destruction by taking a sample length, it is somthie to check 
the quality of the material used by performance tests on the 
test sample. With large rings and other fittings, however, 
such check tests are not practicable, and it becomes necessary 
to ensure the use of suitable material by specifying the actual 
quality of the material used when making the component. 

To meet this increasing need the above Specification has 
been prepared and can now be used as providing the type of 
material suitable for the manufacture of lifting gear. 

The Specification follows the general lines of B.S.S. No. 51 
for Wrought Iron, but as the material has to be subjected to 
subsequent forging it is desirable that it should be in what 1s 
called an ‘‘ underworked condition,’’ so that after it has been 
made up into the appropriate component it will then develop 
its full mechanical properties. ; 

For this reason—in addition to the usual forms of tensile 
and bend test—a test on a forged down bar as well as a test on 
a welded bar is included. Another desirable feature in this 
material is that it should have good welding qualities. 

This British Standard will be welcomed by all users of 
lifting gear as a means of providing an additional safeguard.

Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5. c. 58) it is pro- 
vided that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any 
dass or description has on a reference from the appropriate 
Department been held by a Committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act and the report of the Committee

And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the said 
Section an enquiry in relation to the classes and descriptions 
of goods to which the present Order relates has, on refer- 
ence from the appropriate Department, namely, the Board 
of Trade (hereinafter called ‘‘ the Board ’’), been held by 
a Committee appointed for the purposes of the said Act and 
the report of that Committee has been taken into considera- 
tion by the Board: 

And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of other 
parts of His Majesty’s dominions with the United Kingdom 
would be prejudiced if the goods described in this Order 


imported for use or consumption in the United Kingdom- 


were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an indication of 
origin, and the Board have accordingly made representa- 
tions to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order 
should be made under the said Section 2: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
him in that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered as follows :— 


1. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported goods of the descriptions 
specified in the first column of the Schedule to this Order 
unless they bear an indication of origin.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprise 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in forei 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer. 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu. 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, ete., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com. 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin ; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Con- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers:in Foreign Countries, but 
it is generally advisable to communicate in the first in- 
stance with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required 
is frequently already in the possession of the Department, 
and the delay involved in communicating with the officers 
abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should the informa- 
tion required not be available in London, the Department 
will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 


required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries 4 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa 
tion required.
